The agreed case of the Deoatur Gas 


Light and Ooke.Oompany vs. the City of 
Deoatnr, argued before Judge Smith at 
Urbana last week on behalf ot the city by 
City Attorney Mills and on behalf ot the 
company by Hugh Oree, has been decid- 
ed by Judge Smith in favor of Deoatnr, 
and this afternoon the attorneys in the 
case will be supplied with copies of the 
written decision expressed this morning 
from Urbana by His Honor. 


The BBPUILIOAN received the gist 


of the decision this forenoon by telephone 
from Urbana. The Judge holds that 
under the ordinance approved March 29, 
1867, granting the Decatnr Gas Company 
tbe exclusive right to lay gas pipes in the 
city of Deoatur for a period of 30 years, 
the said gas company shall "furnish gas 
of a quality at least equal to and at rates 
as fbvorable as that furnished by tbe 
Springfield Gas Light Company in the 
oity ct Springfield, 111.," and further seta 
forth that the ordinance in his opinion 
means that the Deoatur company shall 
provide gas to the Deoatur consumers at 
the same price exacted by the Springfield 
company, which settles the dispute so 
far RB the circuit court jurisdiction is 
concerned. The Judge holds, therefore, 
that both the gas company and the city 
of Decatnr are bound by the agreement 
q noted from the ordinance. Springfield 
is now famishing gas at 91.50 per 1,000 
feet. Deflator's Company wants $2.00. 
Tbe city nas refused to pay that sum. 
Hence the suit. No doubt the case will 
be taken to a higher oourt, Tbe decision 
is quite a victory for Deoatur, and of 
coatee City Attorney Mills is gratified 
over the fight, to which he has given 
much study imd time.

Illinois so far as possible. He WM di- 
rected to make a detailed statement ot 
the condition ot the men, and "send oar 
Illinois dead and wounded to their homes, 
and if government does not tarnish trans- 
portation tor dead and wounded, provide 
all that is necessary at tbe expense ot th* 
state of Illinois," The Doctor did aa he 
was bidden and oared for about 400 dead 
and wounded.

Pat Clark and His Experience

Ho 
came from Nsw york state whore tho farmers 
use condemned lime In the soil to great ad- 
vantagD. no hat! bad experience with the 
lime on tho land there, and two years Bfro be 
decided to buy some to use on his place to 
make a test of the scheme. FlB set apart 10 
acres of tlrnbnr land, ani procured 100 bush- 
els of condemned lime nt a greatly reduced 
price from Mr. David Martin, the Dtcatur 
llmo merchant, and he put the 1'me on tbe 
land, giving 10 bushels to encb aoro, Tho lime 
itept tho soil warm, kept the bugs and insects 
away, and as the land waa sown in wheat that 
year it yielded an increase of 8 to 10 bushels 
to the acre over adjoining land on which no 
llmo h',d been placed. Mr. Clark had no trou- 
ble at all with the 10 acres. The wheat seemed 
to flourish from ths start. It waa hardy and 
the grains were larger than from otber Holds. 
Mr. Clark planted tho to acres in corn, and the 
entire field nourished through good and bad 
seasons, producing nearly SO bushels to the 
acre more than the ground on which no lime 
was used. Specimens of the corn grown on 
the limed soil have been shown in the KEPFB- 
LTOAN sanctum, and an ear is now in the office 
for inspection. Mr. Clark has demonstrated 
that air-slacked litne In the soil will produce 
better and greater cropa. [t ia not an experi- 
ment. It is a success, and he cheerfully r c- 
ommenda that other farmers go and do like- 
wise. Mr. Martin will no doubt supply farm 
ers with condemned lima, suitable for the 
purpose, at moderate Sgurna. Hiu office is at 
tho corner of Morgan and Bast Oerro Gordo 
streets. 


OTHER TESTS. 


Below we gipe additional tests with con- 


demned lime, obtained from David Martin, 
this city: 


In 1843 Mr. Law, who resides 4 miles south 
of Decatur, came to my kilns In Sangamon 
county, got a load of llmo to check tho pro- 
gress of army worm on his meadow. Slacked 
and spread over while dew was on. Thlrty- 
flje years afterward he said he saw the effect 
of that lime for twenty years, and it was the 
most prontable Investment he ever made. 
Fifteen years ago E. Wade bought 100 bush- 
e's Blacked lime, spread over his land, and 
next year his wheat yielded J5 bushels more 
to the acre. Recently he got a fiiw more bush-

The only other witness to the 
deed has dodged appearance In court BO often 
that he was apprehended for court and laid 
three weeks In jail.

tur'a big illuminating card, aa follows: 


The electric lights at Decatnr are plain- 


ly visible from Mt. Pulaski, There are 8 
towers and each tower has 5 lights. The 
5 lights in each tower are seen as one, 
however. Of » dark, clear night, the 
lights are beautiful, brighter than the 
most brilliant star. 
They appear about 


15 feet'apart, and apparently on a down 
plain lully 50 feet lower than our public 
square. They are a great curiosity and 
much gazecl at by the people. On first 
sight niHuy are skeptical as to what they 
are. The distance in a straight line is 22 
miles. The highest point on our hill is 
the FquBre, which is said to be something 
over 125 feet above tba prairie leve'. The 
Deoatur towers are 126 feet high, thus 
putting us higher than Decatnr by about 
50 feet.

Asks for Space. 


EDS. BEPTTBLIOAB :—Will you please allow 


me a few lines tn your paper for the purpose 
oi making some corrections In regard to the 
story of the "Old Count Lawoshl." ] see that 
either the old man himself or tte reporter has 
made some very gross errors In regard to 
some of Napoleon's "campaigns." I am a 
great admirer of that hero and no man ever 
fought for more noble prlnclp'es than dil 
Napoleon, not excepting even our owp Wash- 
ington, although tbelr principles were in a 
great measure alike. Posterity will jet do 
Napoleon justice and is doing it every day. 
But to the point upon whi"h I was colng to 
wriie. The Count says he fought wiih Napo- 
leon In 1811 against the Egyptians. That is a 
mistake, for Bonaparte's Egyptian campaign 
began in 1798, fighting the battle of Abankis, 
which was h's last battle In Egypt, July 24th, 
17!», when he annihilated the entire Turkish 
army of 18,rOO men, having but 6,000 troops of 
his own. The next error the Cuunt rsakes is 
In regard to the ever memorable battle of 
Austerlitz, which he Ins Napoleon fighting tn 
1511, after the Moscow disaster. Austerlitz 
was fought December 2, 1803, and the genius 
of Napoleon was never more manifested than 
in this battle. It is known also as "the battle 
of the three Emperors"—the Emperors of Am- 
liiu, ot KuasU and of Prance. The Count also 
sars that Napoleon had at this battle 700 000 
men and the Allies had 2,500,OUO, and that the 
battle lasted 15 flays. This Is the greatest 
error the Count makes. Napoleon had bu 
81,000 troops, while the Austrc-Hussian armj 
amounted to oue hundred and ten thousand, 
and the battle began at eunriec and ended by 
4 In the afternoon of the same day. His next 
error la in sa°ying that 1500 of Napoleon's men 
went with him to the Island of St. Helena 
K hen banished there by Great Britain. This 
1s a great mistake. The following is a full 
and complete list of all who accompanied Na- 
poleon into ex'le: Count and Countess Mon- 
Iholon and child, Ocunt and Counters Ber- 
trand and three children, Baron Gourzaud. 
Count Las Casae and Dr Barry O'Meara There 
were also three Indlvldals in the various 
grades of servants, making in all 14; then 
tbcre were servants and attendants attached 
to Napoleon and the direct household which 
made the entire number 84 persons. 


I make these corrections, dear editor, that 


no mistakes may go down m history, and es- 
pecially when attached to that noble of noblest 
men, the Emperor Napoleon 1st. Every Amer- 
ican citUen should become familiar with the 
life of Napoleon, and should understand thor- 
oughly the principles for which he fouthrj 
and the world should lament that the battle of 
Waterloo terminated as Jt did, when the ban- 
ners of despotic Bussla and constitutional 
England blended in triumph, and Intertwined 
their folds over that gory field when the liber- 
ties of Europe were stricken to the dust.

wrist. This increased in violence, and 
extended up the arm to the back of the 
neck and base of the brain. 


Becoming alarmed, Mrs. Neal sum 


raoned Dr. Smith, who prescribed some 
remedies and went away. On Saturday 
morniiiK Dr. Braclm was called. As he 
sat beside Neal the nature of the disease 
became apparent to him, and then he 
hesitated to toll the family. Neal grow 
rapidly worse, and yesterday morning the 
first paroxysm developed. It was when 
Mrs Neal,"at tlie request of the doctor, 
brought in

When

within about ten feet of the patient 
he was seized with a spasm which lasted 
several minutes.

Soon after noon, however, the paioxysms 
leturnecl, recurring every few minutes.

,he traveler as he approached the city. But 
now you see at a distance this tall, ugly 
shaft, and everything else sinks into m«ignifl- 
cance 
It kills the city. 
Imagine suoh a 


monument set up in Paris. Why it would 
utteily destroy all the 
harmony of our 


beautiful Fiench capital. Well, it has the 
same eiri-ct in Washington. Yes, it kills the 
city. 


"While in Washington I visited the Cor- 


coran gallery of art. It contains many val- 
uable works, selected with admirable taste, 
and is on excellent nucleus of a great art col- 
ection. 
America is slowly developing a 


taste for the fine arts, although she has still 
mich to learn in this direction. The Wash- 
ngton monument discouraged me. 
But 


after I had seen Mr. Corcoran'g creation I 
toot new hope and saw the art future of 
America in somewhat brighter colors
